AKHBAR'S EDITOR MOUSSA SABRI CAUTIONS READERS THAT 
REPLACEMENT OF BEGIN WOULD NOT CHANGE ISRAELI POSITIONS; 
ONLY U.S. PRESSURE CAN DO THAT. SABRI’S ARTICLE 
PROBABLY REFLECTS SADAT'S THINKING. END SUMMARY. 
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1. PEACE PROCESS. IN LATE EDITIONS AHRAM AND 
GUMHURIYYA REPORT BRIEFLY ON SECRETARY VANCE S AIRPORT 
MEETING WITH FORMIN KAMEL. KAMEL TOLD PRESS DISCUS- 
SIONS HAD COVERED MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM AND LEBANON IN- 
CLUDING NECESSITY FOR IMMEDIATE ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL. 
SECRETARY ALSO HAD BRIEFED HIM ON RESULTS OF TALKS IN 
RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA. KAMEL EXPRESSED APPRECIA- 
TION TO VANCE FOR AMERICA'S "PARTICIPATION AS A MAIN 
PARTNER" IN PEACE PROCESS. STORY GOES ON TO REPORT 
"AMERICAN CIRCLES’" AS SAYING U.S. WANTS HOLD "EXPLORA 
TORY TALKS" BEFORE BEGIN VISIT TO WASHINGTON AND THERE- 
FORE ATHERTON WILL RETURN TO CAIRO FRIDAY, GO ON TO 
JERUSALEM AND THEN RETURN TO WASHINGTON. GOE WELCOMED 
ATHERTON VISIT. 

2. EGYPTIAN PLAN. CENTER PARTY WEEKLY MISR HAD STORY 
ON "NEW EGYPTIAN PLAN": SADAT WILL HOLD IMPORTANT 
MEETING OF NSC UPON RETURN FROM UPPER EGYPT (PROBABLY IN 
3 OR 4 DAYS) "TO DRAW UP TOTAL PLAN FOR BOOSTING THE 
PEACE INITIATIVE". PAPER SAYS PRESIDENT WILL RECEIVE 
REPORTS ON GAMASY-WEIZMAN TALKS, MILITARY POSITION IN 
EGYPT, REACTION TO ARAB SUMMIT PROPOSAL, AND "SURGE OF 
OPPOSITION" WITHIN AMERICAN AND ISRAELI PUBLIC OPINION 

TO BEGIN'S POLIRW. OTHERWISE, NO INDICATION OF WHAT 
"PLAN" MAY BE. PAPER CLAIMS SADAT YESTERDAY APPROVED 
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"WIDESCALE RESHUFFLE IN DIPLOMATIC SERVICE" INCLUDING 
AMBASSADORS. 

3. ISRAEL AND 242. AHRAM HAS FRONT-PAGE ARTICLE CLAIM- 
ING ISRAEL TRYING TO SUGGEST ITS APRIL 16 DECLARATION 
ON 242 IS "PROGRESS IN ISRAELI POSITION" AND CONSTITUTES 
"CONCESSIONS". HOWEVER, GOE REJECTS ISRAEL S POSITION 
SINCE SELF-RULE PROPOSAL MEANS REJECTION OF APPLICABILITY 
OF 242 TO WEST BANK AND GAZA. GUMHURIYYA EDITORIAL 
MAKES SAME POINT SAYING THAT ISRAEL IS MERELY "PLAYING 
ON WORDS" AND HAS SAID NOTHING NEW. 

4. FURTHER ON ISRAEL, AKHBAR CHAIRMAN MOUSSA SABRI'S 
EDITORIAL ENTITLED "WHAT IS GOING ON INSIDE ISRAEL?" 

SAYS SITUATION IN ISRAEL SHOULD BE PLACED IN TRUE PER- 
SPECTIVE; MANELY, THAT ARABS ARE DEALING WITH A 
"RESPONSIBLE ISRAELI GOVERNMENT" AND NOT WITH PERSONS. 
DIFFERENCES BETWEEN OFFICIALS DO NOT MEAN THAT ONE 
PARTY RECOGNIZES NEED FOR FULL WITHDRAWAL AND RIGHT TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND OTHERS DO NOT. IN SABRI S 
OPINION "ALL ISRAELI STATESMEN SEEK TO ACHIEVE ONE 
THING: "TO RETAIN OCCUPIED TERRITORY TO EXTENT POSSIBLE. 
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WHOLE DIFFERENCE AMONG THEM IS IN THE APPROACH.” SABRI 

NOTES THAT PEACE DEMONSTRATORS DID NOT CALL FOR BEGIN'S 
RESIGNATION, ONLY FOR "FLEXIBLE ATTITUDE" IN NEGOTIA- 
TIONS. HE CONCLUDES BEGIN STILL IN CONTROL AND LIKELY 
TO REMAIN SO. DEPARTURE OF BEGIN NOT LIKELY TO CHANGE 
ISRAELI POSITION SINCE LABOR PARTY BUILT SETTLEMENTS 
IN ARAB LAND BEFORE BEGIN CAME TO POWER AND "OBSTRUCTED 
THE PEACE TALKS". IN VIEW OF FOREGOING, SABRI ASKS 
WHETHER CARTER ADMINISTRATION "WILLING AND CAPABLE OF 
DECISIVE INTERVENTION" TO MAKE ISRAEL BUDGE FROM ITS 
INTRANSIGENCE, CLEARLY IMPLYING ISRAEL WILL CHANGE 
POSITIONS ONLY UNDER U.S. PRESSURE. 
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5. COMMENT: EXPLICIT RECOGNITION THAT GOE DEALING 
WITH ISRAELI GOVT, NOT INDIVIDUALS, APPEARING WITH 
INCREASING FREQUENCY IN OFFICIAL AND SEMI-OFFICIAL 
STATEMENTS. GIVEN SABRI'S CLOSENESS TO SADAT, WE ASSUME 
IT REFLECTS THE PRESIDENT'S VIEW. AS RESULT WE HEARING 
LESS ABOUT EZER’S FLEXIBILITY. EILTS 
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
